"As economy of attention re- 
quires" that the mind should he 
brought to a thought in the short- 
est and easiest way. a decided gain 
is often effected hy putting a part 
for the whole, so Huldah's method 
was not only individual hut rational 
from a reasonable vantage gronnd.
